According to the article, Ellsberg made available 
information to reporters at a breakfast meeting on 5/18/73 
showing that more than a year before the publication of the 
"Pentagon Papers" in 6/71 Ellsberg was under active investi¬ 
gation for having copied the highly classified report and 
making it available to Senate opponents of the Vietnam War. 

Ellsberg revealed an in-house Rand Corporation memorandum 
showing that FBI investigators in late 4/70 discussed Ellsberg 
with Rand President Henry S. Rowen and Rand security official 
Richard Best. According to the article, the in-house document 
showed the FBI believed Ellsberg had furnished the Pentagon 
Papers to Senator J. William Fulbright and the then New York 
Senator Charles Goodell. In addition, the document showed 
Ellsberg was under routine investigation for a security 
clearance as a Rand consultant and even after the FBI interview 
with Rand officials he was still allowed access to classified 
material. The document further stated the FBI reported the

Mr. Ruckelshaus noted on the memorandum "Have we ever been 

able .to determine where those raw files came from?" 1 


As noted in our letter to the Assistant Attorney 
General, Criminal Division, dated 5/10/73, in the Ellsberg 
case (attached), at no time were files of the FBI made 
available to The White House. During the progress of the 
case, at the request of The White House, periodic summaries 
of the investigation were provided to Mr. H. R. Haldeman from 
July, 1971,. to February, 1972. Additionally, Mr. Egil Krogh, 
Jr., at The White House, began receiving copies of the same 
summaries beginning in August of 1971. The summaries furnished 

I The White House in the Ellsberg case were not "raw files" 
but carefully edited synopses of significant developments 
in an ongoing case.

14 individual interview reports (FD-302s) of certain individuals 
whose names appeared on a letter from the President to former 
Director J. Edgar Hoover, dated 7/29/71.

In addition, on 8/13/71, a teletype was sent to 
The White House to the attention of Mr. Krogh reporting 
information in this matter. 


It is significant to note that during the examination 
of the material taken from the safe of Mr. Hunt, none of the 
aforementioned summaries, interview report forms, memoranda, 
or the teletype were found in the Hunt material. It was 
obvious that the source of FBI documents which were in the 
Hunt material had been made available by someone in the 
Internal Security Division of the Department and not directly 
from this Bureau. 


It is interesting to note that our review of the 
"Time Magazine" issue in question revealed that, in fact, 
contrary to the assertion by the defense in the Ellsberg 
matter, there was no reference to any statement that 
Mr. Mardian authorized "raw FBI files" and results of FBI 
wiretaps be turned over to Hunt and Liddy.

people about what they've been doing for so long. If 
they are to lie they must be able to keep secrets ef¬ 
fectively, they must be able to frighten Government employees 
who know the facts of the estimates, the facts of what 
we are doing. Frightening them into keeping them from 
telling their neighbors, telling other people In the 
country that the President is misleading them for that 
you need prosecution. But I was just going to say the 
reason I can see that as hopeful is, I hope the President 
is right, that he does need to lie. It tells me that 
he feels that he worries that he would not get the sup¬ 
port for this endless bombing, this endless war, if the 
American people saw clearly that it really wasn't going 
to end and that he really was going to keep it on. I 
think he'8 right, I hope he is right, that he wouldn't get 
that support. Of course, that gives me hope to try to con¬ 
tinue to expose some of the truth. 








Announcer: 


Why don't you say something about Presidential 
tempement as you do in the book, which may make you 
his victim. You point out that a President, no matter 
who he is, gets there with a lot of lucky breaks and 
he knows that this sort of divine assistance is with 
him otherwise he wouldn't be in the White House, The 
present incumbant or any other involved in this whole 
affair since 1950 must have had some of that same feel¬ 
ing, isn't it possible that having determined the course 
now and acted upon it that people such as you and the 
Berrigctns can just be unfortunate tragedies of the only 
option. Couldn't that be a sincerely held position 
of the current President? trying to find out whether 

it's necessary for him to be branded a liar in order 
to accept the information that was made available by 
you. 

F.ilsberg: 

I think that the contradictions involved between 
the reality of what we are doing and how the President 

















describes it and frankly how the media report it, for 
example, do require the word lie, to do them truth. 

Announcer: 

Well that merely makes him the most recent of a 
succession of liars . 

Ellsbarg: 

That's true. 

Announcer: 

Then the presidency is so geared that we must have 
liars, we must have the capacity to mislead.built into 
it. 

Ellsberg: 

No I think I the system, certainly as envisioned 
in tho Constitution doesn't require it. That envisioned 
that very imperfect men in the Executive branch would 
be confronted by equally imperfect men in a different 
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branch, who would challenge them, who would challenge the 
truth, by men In the press, also Imperfect actually, 
but v;ho would have the Independence granted by the First 
Amendment to probe, to question, without by the way 
being branded traitors as they would have been under 
Queen Elizabeth, or under George III. And thus the 
public would be protected and given enough information 
to make their own choices in a political year by the 
Interplay of these forces. 


You talk about the President getting to his position 
by what must seem to him almost divine grace by a series 
of chances. In part that's because who can believe that 
he deserves the almost divine powers that the presidency 
confers on him once he gets there • 

Announcer: 

I must be right or I wouldn't be here. 














Ellsberg: 

I must be more than right, I must be almost more 
than human. I don't think this exaggerates feeling a 
prosident must have. The powers, sometimes I speek of 
them in terms of a monarchy, an unchecked executive, 
and realy what monarch of the past had the powers of a 
U. S. president. Powers even by the way of freedom of 
action, but a physical control over the lives of the rest 
of the world. 

Announcers 

But now you were in a peculiar position to view this, 
you were a paid adviser, you're highly professional in 
your work, you went out to get information, how can you 
be sure you are not merely one person in disagreement with 
a lot of other people? What is the certainty that made 
you take the risk? 

Ellsbergt 

First, all my life really, I've found it possible and 
sometimes necessary to take risks without being certain. 
When I went to Vietnam for the State Department, I cer¬ 
tainly was not certain of the Justice of what we were 
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doing, but I felt there was enough basis there to cause 
me as a responsible person to support that effort. 

Of course I learned, I learned in a lot of painful ex¬ 
periences over there, I changed my mind to a different 
set of uncertainties and guesses. I don't think that 
people who assume that I must be certain are somehow 
telling themselves I don't have to act, I don't have 
to speak out, because I'm not certain, I'm not a 
fanatic like this Ellsberg must be or the Berrigans 
must be. It's not like that. 

Announcer: 

There was one option which you offered, which was 
not accepted and which has not even been made part of 
public discussion. I want to take some messages now and 
go to that option and see whether or not you had very 
much cettainly at the time you offered it. When Presi¬ 
dent Nixon came to office there were certain outlines 
suggested to him on the basis of the available informa¬ 
tion. One of them was to disengage. Place no 
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evaluation on k what would it be, our political situation, 
in South Vietnam and that did not reach his desk*

Ellsberg: 

It Actually it reached him before he came to 
office he was President-elect and he did see a first 
draft of the so-called options or alternative courses* 

Announceri 

Are you satisfied that it was he who rejected the 
options? 

Ellsberg: 

I don't know for sure because the word came through 
Henry Kissinger* I do know that he did have it however, 
it's not a question of it being kept from him and clearly 
the decision was, at the least, Henry Kissinger's 
perception that the President just regarded this as 
not even worthy of discussion* And in course of action 
this is unilateral extracation* The sort of thing that 
the majority of the public has urged now in polls for 













several years. They didn't even want that to leak out, 
that the President would even consider such a thing. 
Incidentally when you asked me earlier was I certain, 
less certain in most courses, in fact that wasn't what 
I recommended at that time, at that moment. We hadn't 
really started forming negotiations at that point, the Paris 
talks hadn't quite begun. I myself thought that we should 
push very hard for mutual withdrawal initially on both sides, 
not because that was more Just necessarily than our just getting 
out, but because it had a number of advantages for us nationally 
I thought, in the terms of our saving face, avoiding human 
(inaudible), the kind of thing the president still talks about 


Announcer: 

Could you bring the Sargent Shrlver thing Into that, 
the allegation that he made about two and half weeks ago? 

Ellsbcrg: 

Basically, the obvious aspect of that is that in the 
first year of a new president there is of course the 












opportunity to say quite honestly that the war had been 
trade by hlo predecessors that it Involved many mistakes 
and injustices, If he cared to be as honest to say that, 
and that it was time to end It. By letting It go on 
six months and then a year he almost inevitably made 
it his war. 

Announcer: 

bat's get into the quagmire that you talk about. 

Ellsberg: 

Let me retrospect, he didn't really go unknowingly 
into that quagmire, anymore than his predecessors. 

It's clear that President Nixon had no intention of 
really trying to end the war on the terms on which it 
could be ended and could still be ended when it is. 

From the beginning even before he came into office, 

he had a plan that basically Involved extending and 

expanding the war throughout Indochina, re-introducing 

the bombing unless he won victory. That unless was in realistic 

terms a negligible possibility, so it was a plan for 
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continuing the war 

Announcer: 

You say in one part of the book that if you stand 
on the lea aide of any place that has been bombed In 
Vietnam these days you can tell by material and the 
odors 

Ellsberg: 

No, no, no. You. 4 re quoting. 

Announcer: 

I'm quoting someone you quoted. 

Ellsberg: 

No, no, that's not in the book. You're quoting from 
a review, in fact 1 just read a book by Murray Kempton (ph) 
that said its a speech that 1 don't like to recall 
quoted Just before he died by my close friend John Van (ph). 
And it quotes a very different frame of mind from when I 
knew Van. I think probably a very desperate frame of mind. 
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As ho saw In the spring offensive the collapse of what 
he had worked for so long, what I had worked for with 
him when I was over there, trying to instill ( ARVN ) 
troops with a sense of nationalistic purpose with a 
cau3e that would give them a sense of dedication. He 
and I then I think did not face the reality that it's hard to 
inspire people for counter-revolution, it's hard to 
inspire people to work for foreigners. 

Announcer: 

What is your purpose now in making public appearances 
and in telling the story of these papers that were put 
together before you were indicted? 

Ellsberg: 

(Inaudible) to instill my faith that those polls 
that suggest support for the President, the perception 
of him ns a man of peace, a candidate of peace, and the 
notion that the war is ending, reflects in large part 
that they still really haven't been forced to confront or had 

presented to them the realities of what's happening and dis¬ 
cussion 











of that, which I hope to contribute, can only help to 
give them, to make them more responsible voters and I hope 
will help them vote to end this war which does mean 

voting to dethrone Richard Nixon.

Announcer: 

If we expect anything from our President, we expect 
consistency and that's what they try to give us, 

Ellsberg: 

I hope v;e acquire a president someday who is capable 
of learning from experience. 

Announcer: 

Well they do place a great deal of emphasis on consistency 

Ellsberg: 

(Inaudible) on what we were hearing earlier about 
winning and consistency and winning I guess and being 
winners. You were describing (inaudible) as I was listening 
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to you Introduce me and I was thinking, you Introduced 
me as a defendent, I like to be Introduced as an author 
these days but I rarely get that privilege, but It 
occurred to me that in the light of what we were hearing 
earlier, I could very well be introduced as a winner. 

What was my pnot background? Winning, winning, winning.

What do you mean by winning? 

Ellsberg: 

Where I got where I was in the Government I won from the 
first arade on and I was at the top of my class in high school 
and in college, and I knew and gave what the teachers wanted.

And in the Government I went in the top grade and 
so forth. To leave me, the fact is, if you ask why we are in

Announcer: 

Do you believe we are trying to prove we're right 
with the knowledge we're wrong? Does It go that far? 

F.llsberg: 

I hate and I never have and I'm not qoina to i n any great 
cense discuss my friend Van (ph) who died in this offen¬ 
sive but I do know one thing about him that made it 
possible for him to stay over there after I'd left and 
after he'd seen through a great deal of what we were 
doing. He was one of those, I'd been one of them earlier 
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really, who responded very directly to we cannot lose. 

We vjere wrong, I thluk he finally came to see we were 
wrong to be there, the mistakes, the misunderstandings, 
we had been mislead by our leaders to a large extent, 
but now wo were there we cannot let ourselves fail and 
in the last month of his life he was confronted with the 
human cost of that policy, and I think he must have been 
in a very discouraged state of mind.

But l'm forced into the recognition that this 
country apparently does not care about the other kind of

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Ellsberg: 

I'm forced to consider that possibility. Realistically 
1 can’t rule it out, there's a lot of evidence for it, 
it will explain a lot of what's happened. I'm very re- 
lucant to accept that prematurely or unnecessarily, I'm 
fightln against that frankly. The facts at the end will 
teach roe if I'm wrong. But as it is now 

Announcer: 

Explain for roe please the public reaction to those 
photographs we saw of that little naked girl nine years 
old running away from an inadvertent attack. 

Ellsberg: 

I think the reaction was very heavy. I think the 
it got through to people's consciences in a way that 
statistics can't. I think that itraiseda great deal 
of discussion and anguish and indignation. I think I 
think I heard it from people calling in to television 
shows, people talking to ma To be sure the Administra- 
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tion did what it could within days to counteract that by 
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chotting this little girl being taken care o£ It's a 
macabre juxtaposition to say don* t worry about the 
napalm we have dropped on her we are giving her excel¬ 
lent medical care. It's an insult, I still want to 
think, an insult and a slander to the American people 
to think that the memory of that girl can be entirely 
wiped out by v;hat American medical science is now doing 
for her. 

Announcer: 

Stephen wants to ask you a question. Good morning 
Stephen, you are in touch with Dr. Ellsberg. 

Stephen: 

l'd like to say good morning Dr, Ellsberg and l'd 
like to ask you if ah as to what turn you think the war in 
Southeast Asia might take if President Nixon is re-elected, 
and if he is re-elected if the continuation or escalation 
of his present policies might foster perhaps a violent 
revolution when the people have had enough of this, his facist 
policy. 



















Announcer: 

That's quite a policy you're asking for Stephen, 
but let's see what we can do. Thank you very much, 
i'll give you a couple of minutes to think about that 
and I think I can also give you some of the words you 
may have missed and we'll do that during these messages. 

Announcer: 

Dr. Ellsberg that's a long prophesy that the 
gentleman wants you to make. (Inaudible) 

Ellsberg: 

I'm airprlsed that I haven't heard President Nixon 
asked directly what is your plan now for ending the war. 
The truth is that if he is re-elected as so many people 
expect, as of now, this wculd have happened without his 
having made any promise * whatever in this campaign ever 
to end the war. On the contrary, what we have heard about 
conditions, about if there are POW’s left or if Saigon 
can't persist on its own, we won't ever turn our back on 
our allies and so forth that all translate as foreverness 
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or at least the possibility of an indefinite involvement. 
No one has really asked him in the last few years what 
was his secret plan to end the war, I think they don't 
believe he had one, (Both speaking) He could have one. 

Announcer: 

Assumption is that the secret plan was to wind down, 
to withdraw all the men. 


Ellsberg: 

(Inaudible), There was a plan, it was secret. 

He did carry it out. It was what we have seen to reduce 
the American forces as he has done to a residual level 
not to zero and to protect them by threats and if 
necessary the carrying out of those threats of bombing, 
of mining, of restoring the bombing of North Vietnam, 
and expanding the war into Cambodia and Laos. All of 
this he has done. All ot this has failed. I believe 
he has no new plan, certainly he's 'not revealing any to us so 
that gives me the answer to the question, I believe he 
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is determined as ever after four years of what everyone 
must now see as Nixon's war, the Cambodian-Laotian parts 
are entirely Nixon's war, the rest a continuation, he 
will continue that, he is not going turn his back on, 
he says, his allies, end i'll say his policies. He is 
not going to repudiate it and that means four to five 
million more tons of bombs. You know there was a very 
moving column this morning I just read here in the studio 
by Martin Nolan (ph) in this morning's "Globe". Have 
you seen that yet? 

Announcer: 

No I haven't seen that yet. 

Ellsberg: 

Very beautiful. He says in tones of awe at one point 
though how do you come to terms with the fact that we have 
dropped as many bombs on Indochina alone as in all of 
World War II and Korea combined. Now there is just one 
thing wrong with that statistic', the spirit is right, 
but we dropped that many bombs tinder Nixon's administration 
















alone end that was as of last February, and we've dropped 
almost as many as the Korean War since that time during 
this year. Johnson too had dropped that many bombs. So 
what it comes down to is a figure of almost seven million 
tons of bombs, three times as many as World War II plus 
Korea. That's the figure that I have the feeling the Anerican 
people haven't had to face because 

Announcer: 

(Both speaking inaudible) make meanful, where they 
fall, how big ... 

Ellsberg: 

It has to be translated into pictures finally of 
which you can probably think of one and perhaps no more, 
images of victims, of that little girl we've been talking 
about. That was one napalm bomb that dropped on her 
accidentally. What about the people it doesn't drop on 
accidentally, they also die, they also burn. 
















Announcer: 


Is there any (Inaudible) in either North or South 
Vietnam who are indifferent to this situation except 

as it displaces them? 

\ . 

Ellsberg: 

No, I know you don't mean by that what some of our 
leaders have told us, that Asians are indifferent to 
dying, to seeing their children burned before their 
eyes and indifferent to living in tunnels and to seeing 
their sons go off to die and to kill. 

Announcer: 

Well, i mean indifference to the political situa¬ 
tion, non-partisan people 

Ellsberg: 

I think that ah I don't think that many of them 
are truly fully indifferent but I do think there are 
differences between which authoritarian faction governs 
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them and that’s really all the choices they have. I don’t 
think their differences In that respect In any way compare 
with their feeling about this war and their desire to see 
It end. To put that In perspective I think there are only 
a minority of people under the N1F side, even though they 
respect that leadership, they see them as patriot^ as 
dedicated people, revolutionaries and patriots, 1 think 
they would be glad to be ruled even by our puppets In 
Saigon If the war were truly going to end that way, but 
It won't end that way. Conversely, I have no doubt at 
all that the great majority of people would rather be 
ruled by the resistance forces, the liberation forces. 
Communist or not, authoritarian or not, religious or 
not, to see that war over. 


Announcer: 

Is the underlying factor of all this quagmire still 
our philosophical resistance to any kind of accommodation 
of Communism? Is the anti "Communist Idea still in your 
mind the compelling force to make us finish this In a 













way of honor? 


Ellsberg: 

I think the reaction to President Nixon's experiment 
of renewing ties with China, relations with China, and 
increasing them with Russia, shows very clearly the depth 
of antl-Communism in this country doesn't in itself com¬ 
pel us. I think we come back to that simple abstract 
case of winning and losing, not a question of who the 
enemy is. Vhat President Nixon is drawing on now I am 
sure is the question of humiliation, of defeat, of all 
those memories that started in kindergarten You don't 
want to be in that slow track do you? You want to be 
number one. We're a middle-class nation. We're all 
number one now, he says, but we might if once start 
losing we start that tradition of losing, you can't lose 
once, that's what teachers tell you. The thing is you 
know in a democracy in theory, people are supposed to 
be able to grade the teacher, fire him, in a way you can't 
do in the first grade. (Inaudible) When the teacher, 
when the President in his role of teacher, and he will 























have that Inevitably, when he controls all the Information 
as thoroughly as a kindergarten teacher controls what his 
or what her students see In that classroom then democracy 
begins to be something else. 

Announcer:

later received a Ph.D. in economics. And then from 1969 
to 1964 he was a strategic analyst at the Rand Corporation 
and a consultant of the Department of Defense which he 
joined in 1964 as a special assistant to John P. McNauahton 
(phonetic). In 65 he went to Vietnam for the State Depart¬ 
ment as a member of the team of Major General Edward G. 
Lansdale. He then returned to the Rand Corporation in 1967. 
Mr. Ellsberg worked on Secretary McNamara's study of U.S. 
decision making in Vietnam, now known as the Pentaaon 
Papers. And since April, *70 he has been a research.... 
senior research associate in the Center for International 
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Studies at MIT. I said he lives in Cambridge with his 
wife and there’s a paperback out that you might be inter¬ 
ested in called Papers on the War, published by Shy, Simon 
and Shuster, which gives you some indication of Mr. 
Ellsberg's positions on the war, an interesting essay’ 
called the Quagmire Myth and the Stalemate Machine and 
one I was particularly interested in which concludes the 
book called the Responsibility of Officials in a Criminal 
War. Most of these have been delivered either by paper 
or by speech in lectures around the country and Mr. 

. Ellsberg is here. it’s nice to have you here.

Thank you.

We've gone through virtually all of the pre-trial 
motions and procedures, the jury was selected.

actually a trial has ever been suspended like this. 

Announcer: 

And suspended because of alleged wire-tapping by 
the Government? 

Ellsberg: 

Well itrs not alleged wire-tapping, the reason thi6 • 
is the first trial ever to be suspended in this fashion, 
a jury having been picked, is that it's the first time 
that at the onset of a criminal trial, the defendents 
have been informed by court order by the prosecution 
that there has been a wire-tap of one of the counsel 
or of one of the few consultants to counsel. But we 
have not been told which one or the contents of the wire¬ 
tap. We have no way of knowing the relevance of it. Past 
court decisions, Supreme Court decisions, have indicated 
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that we have a right to know who was wire-tapped and to

Justice Douglas took the position that, as, I under¬ 
stand it, that in his opinion we had this right but this

Announcer: 

Hew long will the trial be stayed? 

Ellsberg: 

Well, the Supreme Court is on vacation now, they come 
back early in October. 
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Announcer: 


Will they take it up as the first order of business 

Ellsberg: 

We really don't know that. 

Announcer: 

So it could be two months, three months? 

Ellsberg: 

Yes. The earliest it could be would be mid-October 
for the trial to resume but it could be much later. But 
the whole process could go on until next summer really. 

Announcer: 

Is it cricket or ethical for you to be appearing 
on radio/television programs as you are to talk about 
these things? 
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Ellsberg: 

Well, yes, legally speaking there is no restriction

Ellsberg: 

I don't sympathize with the prosecutor very often

they are monitored by the FBI end again by court order 
I seem to get a transcript of them which is some benefit 
as a texpayer, so if I may give a little message to the 
prosecutor through the FBI, I will be happy if we don't 
spend the hour discussing the trial. 
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Announcer: 


Yes, actually l'm not interested in what's about 
to happen, I'm more interested in your views on the war 
but it all seems to be inter-related somehow. 

Ellsberg: 

It is indeed because the trial really does involve 
great issues of the secrecy system and what the future 
of that should be. I don't mind at all, by the way, 
discussing those larger issues as opposed to the specific 
facts of this case and I think they are very important 
and they're closely related to the persistence of this 
war. I think that the unlimited power of the Executive 
Branch to keep secrets from the American public has been 
a major factor in the prolongation of this war for a 
quarter of a century.

Ellsberg: 

Standards change. About the time that that was 
happening the United States of America was condemning the 
French for a so-called reprisal raid against the Tunisian 
village, the village of Sokiyat (ph) which the French 
undertook allegedly an unauthorized raid by subordinate 
officers but which we suspected was really authorized 
at higher levels to punish the Tunisians for allowing 
their borders to be crossed by Algerian rebels who were 
fighting the French# We took the position that there 
was no such concept in international law of reprisal, 
we were correct. By all concepts of international law 
the law was on our side on that. But as you say times 
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change. We just saw Ambassador Bush exercise the second 
veto in the history of the United States for the purpose 
really of preventing Israel from being condemned from 
major so-called reprisal raids, which by the way Bush 
went out of his way to identify as a reprisal raid, he 
said cause and effect. The Israeli’s were being some¬ 
what coy about whether it was related the Munich affair. 
But we showed no such hesitation in linking the two and 
implying we could not be party to any international con¬ 
demnation of the Israeli's for that, which didn't link 
the two. You see a good deal has been changed. We could 
hardly have participated in condemning the Israeli's for 
that since in the last seven years we've dropped four 
million tons of bombs on Vietnam. 


Announcer: 

I'm trying to say i£ people get tired so easily 
from major events happening on television, on communications, 
what impact does Daniel Ellsberg have any longer on human 
beings making up their minds or is the fact that everybody 
has truly made up their minds already on the war and 
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are so rigid in their position that nobody will budge? 

I'm going to break for a moment, and we'll return to 
Daniel Ellsberg. If you'd like to read more of what, 
he thinks his new paperback is called '’Papers on the 
War". This is Jerry Williams, we'll return in a moment. 

Ellsberg: 

(Inaudible) that test of what constitutes news, 
the question could be asked is there any news? Not just 
am I news but do things happen that change people's 
minds and move them to act in new ways?

Announcer: 

Major news events, tragedies do. The major news 
event of the Olympic tragedy, echoed around the world, 
we felt that, but that was a major event. It doesn't 
even seem like sub-major or minor events of consequence 
have any impact on people. 

Ellsberg: 

Although you'll notice, and I'm not, I've obviously‘shared . 
as I've watched on television the events of that day the 


























revulsion against the threats to the lives of the athletes 

and then the taking of their lives but I wonder whether

the following event of the Israeli raids which we read 

now in the "New York Tiraes" may well have taken the hundred 
or so casualties that the Arabs claimed, constitutes a 
major event? I suppose it would be hard to say it could 
after all it's reproduced every hour in Indochina by us.. 

So how could it be? _ And yet there is something ironic 

Announcer: 

There were some people talking about that, I heard 
people around talking, at least the people against the 
war tried to moralize about the fact that this wasn't 
so terrible we do that everyday and in Vietnam, and 
people prone not to accept that sort of analogy. That's 
no good. Don't hit me with that let's talk about this 
event separately. It has nothing to do with Vietnam 
which is a war and war is war. 
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Ellsberg: 


What most struck me, of course both the Palestinians 
and the Arabs and the Israeli's I mean think of themselves 
as being in a war with some justice, I guess, but I don't 
know. What struck me most about the episodes of this week 
and I've thought about them as much as-everyone else has, 
is how similar the attitudes of the various authorities, 
especially involved or how similar really to the attitudes 
of the Palestinian guerrillas. In each case the lives 
of innocent people, sterting with the Israeli athletes 
seem to be hostages whose state is rather lightly regarded 
by everyone concerned, in relation to larger political 
purposes and future events in the eyes of these authorities. 
I really felt that the West German authorities from all 
we heard about their determination not to let the so-called 
terrorists leave the country had an attitude not dissimilar 
from that of the Palestinians in this case, they had 
certain objects they wanted to achieve. In this case, 
they were going to teach these guys a lesson, I think, 
we're going to deter future events. We're going to wipe 
this thing off our record, too bad about the hostages. 



















If that seems very harsh judgment, let me say that with 
all the talk of sharpshooters we’ heard I think I saw 
enough of sharpshooting in the Marine Corps to know 
that that's a fairly absurd word to use about people 
firing weapons at night, in darkness, and by the same 
token there really wasn't much investigation about who 
those bombs were falling on in Lebanon and Syria, the 
people on the ground that we heard about in the "Mew 
York Times" now, which included obviously many women 
and children and others* The ettitudes again seem 
similar to that of our practice of hunting guerrillas 
as we can read in "Time" this week, very vividly described* 
Hunting guerrillas in the Mekong Delta amidst the most

That's why we're there helping our friends. 

Ellsberg: 

That description of the negotiating demands or 
proposals of the other side, we have heard only from 
President Nixon. It is denied as a characterization o£ 
their demands repeatedly by Madame Vien (ph) of the NLF 
and by the Hanoi authorities and the Nixon, President 
Nixon, meanwhile has refused to reveal the contents. In 
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any kind o£ detail, of the secret negotiations which 
were carried out, even though he did the more-or-less

unprecedented act of unilateral (inaudible). So we • 
are left then with that, really giving the President 
the benefit of the doubt as to whether he is giving us 
a correct interpretation of their demands. I don't 
think any President has earned much benefit of the 
doubt for the last 25 years in their descriptions of 
what's going on in Indochina. 

Announcer: 

Well we have that as one argument. I think that 
argument grabs most Americans who back the President's 
position. The second one is the business of honor, and the 
prisoners of war; and the third and final argument is 
the staining of our integrity or something of that nature. 


Ellsberg: 

I think the most important thing to say about those 
points which have been recently summarized for us by the 
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President, several times, is that the arguments for staying

Announcer: 

Nobody believes that. Even I have a tendency not : 
to want to believe that, this President wanfrs not to do 
that and for what reason, for what Godly reason, would 
he want to do that. 


Ellsberg: 

Having just said that we shouldn’t give presidents 
the benefit of the doubt about certain things, let me 
reverse that in a certain way, especially with respect 
to ‘ this one and say President Nixon has earned the right 
to be taken very seriously when he tells us what he will 
do or will not do in certain ways, at least since he 
has been President, and after his campaign of 1968 he 
has really told us repeatedly in the last several years 
that he would escalate the war if resistance to our presence 
continued, if the lives of our remaining forces there were 
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endangered. He has told us he would not take all troops 
out unless certain conditions were met which anyone could 
recognize would not be met. He has really told us that 
we would be here in 1972 with sizeable troops left and 
we would be bombing. People didn't want to believe him 
but really it would be hard to look back over his speeches 
and say that he directly lied when he did that. I think 
that when he says now that when he fails to say rather 
that he has a plan for ending the war that that omission 
should be taken rather seriously. If he is elected as 
most people expect, at this moment, let me predict that 
it will be, as it would be if it happened tomorrow, without 
his having promised the American electorate that he would 
ever end the war. He has said he was seeking an end to 
the war but as you say he has described a whole series of 
conditions that would have to be met. We must not be 
humiliated; we must not give up on, turn our backs on, 
our loyal South Vietnamese allies; we will keep troops 
there so long as there are POW's there. The clear impli¬ 
cation is that that could be forever. That these are all 
















prescriptions for forevemess, The fact is that he hasn't 
even been asked if he has a plan for ending the war and 
I doubt if he will be pressed on that throughout this 
election campaign. 

Announc er: 

Nobody can get to him. 

Ellsberg: 

That's right. You notice that there was a press 
conference recently but you notice that that question 
wasn't asked.

Daniel Ellsberg is with us, Pentagon Papers that's 
the only identification that is really needed. My contention 
is however, we are talking about whether or not Daniel 
Ellsberg has impact on the news anymore, whether he can 
change people's mind on the war, whether you can cry out 
about the bombing, my contention is this, in this 
presidential election, nobody who is for the President's 
position on the war, nobody will vote for President Nixon 
ah nobody who is for President's position on the war 
will vote for George Me Govern and nobody anti-war will 
vote for President Nixon and that the other issues 
obliterate any other meaning in this election. Again 
think about this as abstractly as you possibly can. Is 
















there anybody you know who thinks the President's position 
on the war is the proper one, who will vote for George 
Me Govern? 

Ellsberg: 

I don't think it breaks down quite like that. 

Announcer: 

But isn't that the dividing line? 

Ellsberg: 

I think, I don't really think it is because I think 
the President has succeeded in preserving a kind of 
ambiguity about what his position really is on the war. 

But he will enable a number of people with different 
views on the war really to vote for him and each feel he 
is consistent with what President Nixon's position is. 

For example, as I mention in the book, I think that some¬ 
one in the White House, perhaps Nixon himself, made a 
discovery or decided to test a theory early in 1969, 
and that was after Lyndon Johnson credibility gap could 
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work for the President, that if you wanted to mislead 
the public about what he was going to do, he no longer 
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had to lie. He could tell the truth and the public would 
disbelieve him if they chose to, they believed what they 
wanted to believe especially if they'were helped along by 
backgrounders, by advisors with German accents or without 
German accents, suggesting that the President was only 
kidding. And even those advisors didn't have to lie 
directly they could do it with a wink practically. That 
relates directly to what I was saying earlier that I think 
the President right along has stated conditions for 
escalating the war, stated conditions for staying on 
and yet we have people having somehow heard those 
who believe those, you don't have to believe a President 
anymore and that was very convenient for him because he 
prefers that the public not believe that he was really 
staying, until the troop level got down so low that they 
discovered they could live perhaps with a continued troop 
presence if the American casualties were low enough. 

Announcer: 

Teke George Keany for instance. I tihink George 
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Meany does represent a great many people ‘.(inaudible) in 
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the labor movement 


Ellsberg: 

Mm, hra 

Announcer: 

People who are veterans of World War II, some veterans 
of Korea, but not too many, who believe that George Meany 
had no hang-ups with Me Govern on his labor problems but 
his big hang-up with Me Govern was on the war. And on 
his Face the Nation interview a week ago, as much as I 
yelled at the television set, nobody asked Meany his posi¬ 
tion on the war until late in the program when he attacked 
George Me Govern on being in effect an unpatriotic and 
a sympathizer to the Communist cause, a sell-out. So 
it's my indication egain that the war separates Meany 
and his constituents from Me Govern nothing else. 

Ellsberg: 

I think that's true of Meany but I think Meany is 
a special case (inaudible) what I mean. I believe, I felt 














with very high confidence since mid-'69 that ^resident 
Nixon did come into office with a plan. I think the 
reason he is not asked about that now, is again that 
people assume he was only kidding, he said that but 
he was a presidential candidate and who can’t reelly 
believe what they say but I think that was wrong he 
did have a plan. It really was secret and he really 
did carry it out. It really did fail. The plan was 
what we have seen. The series of escalations, the 
Cambodian-Laotian invasions, I don't think by the way 
they were planned in detail, but as contingencies that 
would make creditable the threats that he did plan in 
detail and those were threats to mine Haiphong, unre¬ 
stricted bombing against North Vietnam, if a residual 
U.S. force in Vietnam should be endangered by continued 
resistance. This plan was almost sure to fail, it 
did fail. The question arises, supposing he had spelled 
that plan out, let's just imagine that I am correct, 
in saying I believe he foresaw all these events as 
possibilities if his threats failed to work. Supposing 
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he spelled that out for the public and said I'm not with 
any guarantee getting out of Vietnam or ending our involve- 
ment, I am going to reduce the American presence, I 'm 
going to make certain threats and I hope or I even have 
confidence that they will work. If they don't, in 
detering resistance, if they don't i'll carry them out, all 
that I promise you' is that American casualties will be * 
reduceo although the rate of Indochinese casualties nay 
continue as before because we may be forced to bomb at 
the rates ot World War II, perhaps indefinitely. Supposing 
he spelled that out, some people might have accepted that 
very well even in '68, or in '69 after he was President. 
George Meany I suppose would be one of those. He would 
have accepted it then as he accepts it now. I have a 
feeling that that makes him a little special. At any 
rate I don't think the President ever wanted to check 
how many George Meany's there were in the population, 
whether they constituted an overwhelming majority or not. 




















Announcer: 


(Inaudible) in all those planning stages of the war 
Ellsberg: 

No not all of them. 

Announcer: 

Well a good many of them. You knew, you know much 
of the planning from people who were contingencies that are 
outlined in the Pentagon Papers that we've read. What ... 
I've read Rostov's views on the war and it's a bit con¬ 
fusing to read him because it's sp related with everything 
from Vietnam to Australia that it's very tough 

Ellsberg: 

It's a direct line from Vietnam to Australia 

Announcer: 

I understand. 
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Ellsberg:

Well, but I think Rostow is important for me to 
understand what is going on in Mr, Johnson’s mind. Or 
am I mistaken about that?

No, I don’t really think Mr, Johnson’s mind is 
very determined by Walt Rostow’s book. 

Announcer: 

Well what,,. Let me ask you this,. In brief, what 
was Mr, Johnson’s reasons for his position on the war, 

Ellsberg: 

Well I think and I have to start tentatively that 
way, the Pentagon Papers raise that question as does 
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our nev/spaper reading in the past seven years, but it 
doesn't answer them. It does however put his actions 

•m 
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and his policy into prospective with those of his 
predessors and I would say of his successor, Richard 
Nixon, and my best understanding from studying the 
Pentagon Papers and from other experience in the Govern¬ 
ment, is that all of these five presidents, have basically 
been motivated by a determination not to be as Johnson 
often put it the first president to lose a war, not to 
face the ciiarge of the sort that Richard Nixon had charged 
Harry Truman with of losing China. I think Johnson like 
Kennedy, like Harry Truman and for that matter like 
Eisenhower, was determined if he could avoid it not 
to face the charge of losing Indochina, as the Democrats 
are believed to have lost China. I think Richard Nixon 
even though he now found China to everyone's surprise 
still has the same determination. 

Announcer: 

Those strategic reasons for this and war politics as 















far as you're concerned in terms of the President's 
thinking there is no standing forth at this line to- 
say to the North Vietnamese that's all because so goes 
North Vietnam so goes Laos, Thailand, Cambodia, that 
there is a strategic, reason for all of this rather than 
this business of vanity? 

Ellsberg: 

If one looks at the most convincing analyses or 
estimates in the Pentagon Papers and those happen to 
be on the whole by civilian intelligence analysts both 
in the State Department and in CIA, you do not find 
confirmation for the views the various presidents have 
expressed that if Vietnam comes under Communist domination, 
the domination of Vietnamese Communists that states beyond 
Laos or Cambodia would inevitably be affected wculd quickly 
be affected or would irreparably be affected. On the 
other hand, this is the domino theory essentially, that 
like a row of dominoes all of Southeast Asia perhaps 













later Asia would topple, perhaps the Middle East, would

topple in some extreme formulations of this. On the 
other hand, all of those analysts of course can imagine 
circumstances under which our hopes, our intentions, 
our power quote policies for other parts of the world 
might be influenced, might be challenged, risks might

Announcer: • 

(Inaudible) wrong people, the Bundy’s, the Rostovfe, 
the Me Natnara's, now into this administration, is the 
President, is this President, is he really the foreign 
policy or does Mr. Kissinger believe along with him? 

Ellsberg: 

I think they believe, I think they believe that there 
would likely be somewhere in the world consequences we 
would prefer not to have to face if the Communists took 
over after such a long effort of ours to suppress their 

attempts at independence in Vietnam. That the question 
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that that poses immediately is does any bad consequence

Will the American people accept what is going on in 
Vietnam and obviously they will. 

Ellsberg: 

What remains I think somewhat to be seen is how far a 
policy can really be said to have been pursued with the 
consent of the American people. The test there must depend 
on how much you think the people knew. It was relevant to 
their political choices in elections. What we know now 
we suspected before and we know now after the Pentagon 
Papers have been available the public was deliberately and 
massively lied to. Deceived as to the intentions (inaudible), 
as to what it was we actually were doing, not by one 
administration but by a series of administrations. Their 
memories. The memories of the public by this time are as 
false , as falsified, as mythical, as the current in¬ 
telligence that's given out by the administration publicly 
so that our interpretation of current events like this 
spring offensive in Vietnam is seen through very distorted 
lenses based on twenty years of false history. (Inaudible,

Announcer: 

We received one telephone call. We have a pretty good 
idea what the public is thinking about in terms of news 
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events but not one.call on Lavelle (ph). Not one call on 
General Lavelle and all that bombing up there and I don't 
suspect we'll get any even though some people are going to 
testify at a public hearing that there was massive cover 
up by other junior officers and enlisted men about'the 
bombing in North Vietnam.

Ellsberg: 

By the way, you notice how in some cases here the 
linkage between lies and then later misunderstandinas is 
very close. This spring we witnessed a so-called invasion 
on an offensive by the North Vietnamese which was seen as 
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very aggressive# seen by most people even anti-war people. 

Announcer: 

Was it an invasion? 

Ellsberg: 

There's a lot of things wrong with that interpreta¬ 
tion. But the one I was going to mention was# supposing 
the American people had known at that moment what we now 
know some months later that at the time the secret nego¬ 
tiations which were going on in the fall were broken off# 
it appears to have been because of these bombing attacks 
on the North against both our understanding was with the 
North Vietnamese and what the American people were being 
told and this led to the breaking off of the negotiations 
at that time months before that offensive. You would 
think that would have.changed people's interpretation of

Announcer: 

Perhaps the anti-war forces are tired, there are 
no more massive demonstrations (inaudible# both speaking) 

Ellsberg: 

No# no# I'm considering judging the reaction of the 
public but once again that reaction was an ignorant one 
where they have been kept in ignorance by deliverate lies 












by the administration. 

Announcers 

Let me break again for a moment. Daniel Ellsberg 
is here. His new paperback is called "Papers on the. War" 
and has to do wxth a good deal of what we are talking* 
about tonight so join us a little later for calls and 
comments at 254-5678 here on WBZ. 

Let's now return to Daniel Ellsberg. His new paper¬ 
back you'll want to read is called "Papers on the War". 

Not as massive in terms of what you have to get into in 
terms of the papers. 

Ellsberg: 

Very short; 

Announcer: 

It is short and again as I indicate I was particularly 
interested in the business of the responsibilities of 
officials in a criminal war which part of a lecture which 
delivered here in Boston on May 23, 1971. It makes some 
analogies to Hitler. I think people are going to be upset 
with those analogies about the time. The times are some¬ 
what like....Here in the beginning of that chapter you 
indicate by quotations from Albert Steer (ph) and (inaudible) 
that these are times somewhat like pre-Hitler times. Not 
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pre-Hitler but pre-World War II and (inaudible, both 
speaking) 

Ellsberg: 

I've certainly been made aware that people are very, 
very sensitive about any analogy whatever. 

Announcer: 

Yeah. 

Ellsberg: 

And really it isn't so much a matter of analogy in 
mine as a question of whether we have anything to learn 
from the experience of the German people and the German 
officials during that period. After all, they were con¬ 
fronting what many of them were increasingly able to perceive 
as an extremely evil policy and yet we hold them accountable. 
Generally Americans hold the Germans accountable for having 
done very little, and certainly very little that was effective 
to oppose that policy of the changing. We hold them account¬ 
able despite the fact that we know that they were subject to 
unusual propaganda and threat, threats or immediate threats 
to their lives, and their freedom before that in concentra¬ 
tion camps. Now, it seems to me that people who shy away 
from that analogy are often idiots in the possibility of 
learning anything from their experience even to ask them- 












selves do they really still hold the view that the German 
people are subordinate officials in the German regime, in¬ 
cluding those, for example, who were hold overs from earlier 
regimes, have any responsibility for that regime when they 

• v 

abhored it and yet continued to serve it. If we do believe 
that they have that responsibility, what then do such 
people think is the responsibility of officials now at the 
point when those officials come to see the policy is both 
deceptive and very, very wrong?

Announcer: 

Well, just like the Germans, and at that time through 
propaganda and, of course, their devils, Jews and communists, 
and enemies all over, we have our devils so we have had 
devils in the Soviet Union, devils in China, devils in 
North Vietnam, we either label them as Ho Chi'Minh or 
(inaudible) but he's gone. We can't label anybody else 
because there is no large name up there we can show biz too 
well but what we label them now is communists and that whole 
business has made our devil for the American people to say 
perfectly all right to do anything against the devil. 

Ellsberg: 

Of course, (inaudible), perhaps the most plausible 
devil that any human has presented for a long time and.. 












really when one thinks of his deliverate destruction of 
not only the Jews but of many other people in death camps, 
it's easy to understand why people are outraged at any 
kind of an analogy; but really I think that if we are to 
learn from the German experience as we could, perhaps it's 
best to set that particular policy aside cause after all 
even before the extermination began in December of 1942 
and on into 43 and 44, long before that we felt that there 
were a good many things wrong about German policies, in 
fact we had been at war with Germany for a year at that 
time, and when we look at such episodes as the invasions of 
the Rhine land, Austria, Czechoslovakia, all of which by 
the way were done with (inaudible) support once they were 
successful in Germany and without the cost of a life 
essentially, there may have been a few in accidents I think 
(inaudible). Then I think there's more to compare 

Announcer: 

There was just nobody to answer to, I mean these 
decisions were made in secret and private and there was no¬ 
body to answer to like there is an electorate here even 
though we're not (inaudible) to the amount of computer 
ratings. 

Ellsberg: 

. Yes indeed, there's far more information about the 
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policies and yet there are certain disturbing similarities. 
The Laotian, not to go back to the period of the Pentagon 
Papers, the Laotian-Cambodian decisions were obviously made 
in great secret and one other analogy is almost more dis¬ 
turbing than that. Not only were the American people, 
undoubtedly lied to by White House spokesmen and others 
about the decisions that led up....the decision that led 
up to that, we know this from the amount of leaking that 
did occur, but that leaking and (inaudible) that did occur 
made it quite clear that many officials, and probably 
Secretary Laird and probably Secretary Rogers, disagreed 
strongly with both of those decisions, and particularly 
Cambodia, and yet we found those officials, let us imagine 
that that is true, we certainly did find them standing up 
in public defending without the slightest reservation the 

necessity for those operations. If it is true, and I 
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cannot say that we know this for certain, we haven't been 
really any of the data comparable to what's in the Pentagon 
Papers at this point about the Nixon (inaudible) and if there 
is enough evidence to imagine that it is true, if it is 
true, how should we <judge that performance in the light 
of their responsibilities to the Constitution and to the 
people of this country.

executive branch of the government now makes all these

and some of those lies, led I think tc getting us deeper’ 
and deeper into war in ways that cost fifty-five thousand 
American lives and hundreds of thousands of Indo-Chinese 
so I oelieve that that silence did give me to say the 
least a responsibility to speak out now and I'm sorry that 
other officials in the division haven't felt that. But now 
goming to your other point which is really one to keep 
coming back to, what responsibility Americans should feel. 

I felt as you suggest over the last couple of years that 
a lot of what passed for apathy or indifference on the part 
of the public, including the previously active campuses, 
was not that at all but was really a kind of desperation * 
and frustration, a sense of impudence as you say, a sense 
that they really didn't know how to use power and really 

that was pretty realistic in those years. The degree of 

/ 

control the executive has come to have in foreign affairs 
and war and peace $s such, it's hard to say they’re subject 











to democratic pressures from the public, especially with 
the collaboration of the media such as it is in deceptions 
and false images of the war. I think really as we look at 
the...if we think of the processive branch of government 
as a fourth branch protected by the first amendment 
and try to evaluate, I think they have lived up to their 
responsibilities which have to do with informing the public 
really, including informing them about the government, 
better than any other branch and yet very badly and we're 
feeling the price of that right now in the delusions that 
persist. But nevertheless this year, this month, I don't 
think people have the right or the excuse really to feel 
as impudent as they did in previous years because I think 
they do have a choice, not a choice between as I said an 
angel and a human, they have a choice between two humans 
one of whom I thin)c is dedicated to continuing the war and 
one who will end it. And a lot of people find different 
reasons for drawing from the...from this election. That 
includes a lot of people who are anti-war. People have 
called in and said,.and Jerry is asking, don't I believe 
that the anti-war people will vote for McGovern. Unfortunately 
I have heard a lot of people who have given one reason or 
another why they may not vote at all or if they do vote 















they won't contribute or they won't work and so forth. 

That to me has no realistic justification in view if you 
really do care about this war.

possibility of a hundred and five years in jail and this- 
seems to be sort of a upside down type of arrangement, 
that your efforts to achieve peace have resulted in a... 
or not resulted but could possibly mean a hundred and five 
years in jail whereas our General Lavelle's actions result 
in the complete contrary. Could you comment on this 
please? 

Ellsberg: 

Well, I have noticed that irony. (inaudible) to say 
about it exactly. I do have a feeling that the analogy 
isn't quite as close as it might look on the surface 
because listening to General Lavelle testify before 
Congress being a sense of him I have my doubts as to 
whether he really acted as insubordinately as the adminis- 
tration let? it appear. He himself, of course, claimed 


















that he believed that his...he had reason to believe that 


what he was doing was well known and understood to higher 
authorities and was accepted and approved by them. He 
didn't know I guess how high up but I think there is a 
good deal of evidence for that. Cy Hirsch (phonetic) has 
recently had, who revealed the original story on Lavelle 
after a sergeant had blown the whistle on him, has now 
revealed that at least two hundred officers and men were 
involved in falsifying these reports. Now that's mainly 
below Lavelle I think.
